Five members of the court including Chief Justice 
W hite concurred in a majority opinion delivered by Asso­ 
ciate Justice Pitney upholding the principle of a property 
right in news and the complaint of unfair competition and 
refusing to interfere with injunctons specifically prohibit­ 
ing the International News Service from pirating by:

Press news before publication for transmission to the de­ 
fendant's clients;

WAR REVENUE BILL 
WITHOUT RECORD V OTE 


Reduced To Raise Six Billions In 
1019 And Fout Billions 
In 1920. 


WASHINGTON, Doc. 23.—W ithout a record vote the 
senate late tonight passed the war revenue bill, reduced 
to raise about six billion dollars in 1919, and four billions 
in 1920, as compared w ith the levy of $8,200 000,000 for 
next year proposed in th e bill passed by the house three 
months ago. 
When the final vote was taken at 10:40 o ’clock the 
senate had been in continuous session for nearly 13 hours. 
Immediately after the passage of the bill the senate began 
its holiday vacation, under the plan for three day recesses 
until January 2.
